Various Sources for the Benefit 
of the Sedalia Democrat 
Readers. 


Following a meeting of the commit­ 
tee on railway mail pay, held to dis­ 
cuss the report submitted to congress 
by the joint congressional Committee 
on railway mail pay, Ralph Peters, 
chairman 
of 
tile committee, repre­ 
senting 218 principal 
railroads, au­ 
thorized the following statem ent: 
“It is most gratifying that the joint 
congressional 
commit tee 
fully 
and 
unanimously sustains our main con­ 
tention that the railroads are now 
materially underpaid for carrying the 
mails. 
The c o m m itted proposes a 
plan of payment which will give the 
railroads an increase of $3,000,000 a 
year, and completely 
supports 
the 
companies in the other leading prin­ 
ciples which they have urged, name­ 
ly: 
“That the railroads are entitled to 
a fair commercial profit for carrying 
tho mails; that apartm ents in cars 
fitted 
up 
as 
traveling post offices 
should ho paid for: th at the railroads 
should be paid for the terminal mes­ 
senger service they now perform, and 
that the system of weighing the mails 
only once in four years is unjust and 
unbusiness-like. 
“ While the congressional commit­ 
tee does not see eye-to-eye with tho 
railroads as to tho total compensation 
due the companies for their mail ser­ 
vice, tile railroad committee has ex­ 
pressed its willingness to accept the 
views of the Bourne committee upon 
this main question of fact. 
“We firmly believe that the con­ 
gressional committee has canvassed 
the whole subject most carefully and 
that its findings of fact embody the 
sound judgment of an unusually able 
and impartial committee. 
The spe­ 
cific plan proposed by the Bourne 
committee for hereafter meeting the 
underpayment due the companies is 
open to question. 
The feeling of the 
railroad managers is that the nresent 
system of payment, based 
on 
the 
weight of the mails and the distances 
over which it is carried, is scientific, 
and, that if fairly administered, it 
should he satisfactory. 
It actually 
measures and provides payment for 
the actual service performed. 
The 
proposed plan does not. 
“The Bourne committee has estab­ 
lished the doctrine that the railroads 
should be compensated on a commer­ 
cial basis for the services they ren­ 
der. 
The railroad committee is now 
prepared to co-operate with congress 
in establishing detailed standards of 
payment which 
should 
place

turing city of no small proportions. 
In fourteen years the value of m anu­ 
factured products advanced from $3,- 
145,062, representing the year 1900, 
to, approxim ately, $*>,000,000 for 1914, 
A bulletin on the subject given out 
today for publication 
by 
Commis­ 
sioner John T. Fitzpatrick, of the bu­ 
reau of labor statistics, places the 
gain in output during the period men­ 
tioned at nearly 60 per cent, which is 
a rem arkable showing for a city in 
the middle of au agricultural section 
and located so close to a huge m anu­ 
facturing metropolis like St. Louis. 
The bulletin is on© of a series the 
bureau of labor statistics is issuing 
with the object of familiarizing the 
inhabitants 
of 
Missouri 
with 
the 
progress of their state, since 1900, as 
a m anufacturing commonwealth. Oth­ 
er recent bulletins of this departm ent 
dealt w ith the m anufacturing of H an­ 
nibal, Sedalia. Springfield, Jefferson 
City, Joplin and Cape Girardeau, and 
future ones will deal with the pro­ 
gress along the same line of Poplar 
Bluff, Moberly, Carthage, W ebb City, 
Brookfield, Mexico. Marshall. K irks­ 
ville. W ashington. Herm ann, D esoto 
and four or five other Missouri towms 
which have an annual factory output 
worth $1,000,060 or over. 
This series 
of “ Know T hy State” publications 
will close with information concern­ 
ing the productiveness of the facto- 
dies of St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph. 
As 
a 
m anufacturing 
center 
St. 
Charles forges ahead year 
by 
year, 
states the bulletin, 
which 
contains 
1913 inform ation gathered and com­ 
piled under the direction of Super­ 
visor of Statistics A. T. Edmonston. 
For shoes and boots, the 1913 output 
was alone worth $1,932,208 and there 
was paid out $253,863 in salaries and 
wages to 343 male 
boot 
and 
shoe 
w orkers and 221 
females. 
The in­ 
vested capital was $335,066, of which 
$89,000 was in grounds and buildings 
and nearly $84,000 in m achinery. 
In 
com parison the 1912 output of boots 
and shoes was worth $1,080,334 and 
there was paid out in w ages and sal­ 
aries $241,144. 
The m anufacturing 
clone 
in 
the 
bilge St. Charles car shops during 
1913 was worth $2,314,472. 
T he plant 
has a valuation of $1,817,094; there 
was paid in salaries and wages $705,- 
866 to 905 employes. 
Fifty-two St. Charles establishm ents 
in 1913 gave em ploym ent to approx! 
m ately 2,000 men and youths and 250 
women, this arm y of w orkers draw ing 
$1,097,354. 
T he capital invested in 
the factories and workshops consid 
ered was, approxiately, $2,100,000, ol 
which nearly $1,000,000 was in grounds 
and buildings and about $804 OOO in 
m achinery, fixtures, tools and sim ilar 
property. 
T he bureau of labor sta tistic s’ Mis 
sour! booster publication, “T he Lure 
of the I>and,” which is now being dis 
tributed throughout the state, gives 
more 
inform ation 
concerning 
St 
Charles. 
Several active business o r 
ganlzations look after the in terests o 
St. Charles, and the county in which 
it is located. 
For St. Charles, like 
other Missouri cities which are con 
stantly increasing in population, the 
influx is creating a dem and l e r m ore 
m anufactories. 
T here 
a re 
needec 
canneries, another ice and cold stor 
age plant, a straw board factory and 
an excelsior factory. 
The huge an 
nual w heat crop of the county leaves 
in the hands of farm ers 
every 
tai 
thousands of tons of 
straw , 
w hich 
constitutes raw m aterial for straw 
board and for rough w rapping p aper 
Some of th e yearly output of straw' is 
now shipped into St. Louis and to 
o ther cities, but th e re is generally 
left on hand m ore than the farm ers 
need for fertilizing and sim ilar pur­ 
poses. 
Cheap coal is an inducem ent 
for factories to locate here, th e whole­ 
sale price being $2.25 a ton. 
St. C harles’ present population is 
12,500. 
T he W aabsh, Missouri, K an­ 
sas & Texas and o ther railroads sup­ 
ply ab u n d an t transportation facilities 
to St. Louis and other m anufacturing 
m etropolises. 
An 
electric 
railw ay 
connects the city with St. Louis over 
a steel bridge. 
T he W abash railro ad 


has a bridge of its o w n into St. Louis 
county . F u rth e r east in bt. Charles 
county is another bridge wh,ch af­ 
fords an entrance for several rail- 
roads into St. Louis city. 
The Mis­ 
souri river is another outlet for farm 
and other products of th e county. 
W hile wheat, corn and the various 
grasses are th e chief staples of St. 
C harles county, 
considerable 
truck 
farm ing is being done by farmers 
who find this line of agricuHure is 
very profitable. 
The 
city 
of 
st. 
Charles is an extensive consumer of 
lorne products, and St. Louis gladly 
takes all surplus which exists, espe- 
ially butter, milk, eggs and poultry. 
Some sections of th e county yield 
5 bushels of corn to the acre, 23 
bushels of wheat, 250 bushels of pota­ 
toes and 300 bushels of onions, 
un - 
mproved land is very scarce. A num ­ 
ber of improved farm s are 
on 
the 
m arket at a reasonable price, consid­ 
ering the value of land in this thriv­ 
ing community. 
The central cross- 
state road, after leaving St. Louis city 
m d traversing 
St. 
Louis 
county, 
crosses the steel bridge over the Mis­ 
souri river at St. Charles and contin­ 
ues w estw ard through the west half 
of the county on its way to K ansas j 
’ity. 
This portion of this highway is 
in splendid shape. 
L aterals leading 
front it are well taken care of. 
The new spapers of the county are: 
3anner-News and Cosmos-Monitor, St. 
Charles, tw o dailies, and the Demo­ 
crat, St. Charles, and Union, W entz­ 
ville, two weeklies. 
St. C harles wras 
represented in the Forty-seventh gen­ 
eral assem bly (1913) by R. C. Haens- 
sler, St. Charles, a lawyer.

Back to Parsons— Compromise 
Is Most Rigidly Opposed

to say what transpired in these meet­ 
ings. 
From other sources

ply with the Kansas statutes in the 
matter of maintaining its general of­ 
fice force in Kansas and In Parsons. 
The petitioners in tile suit assert 
most emphatically 
that 
the 
road 
never WHI be permitted to settle the 
suit on this basis. They say i.hey feel 
confident that with the evidence the 
attorney general now' has, the court 
will make a ruling wfyich will force 
the road to bring to this city at least

employes. 
The 
office of the president and a num­ 
ber of others, it is admitted, could 
not well be located at any point on 
the system other than St. Louis. But

Tillman, of Jonesboro, Ark., a former 
passenger conductor, who was dis­ 
missed from the service iii May, J913, 
because of alleged, intoxication. 
All 
conductors, 
brakemen, 
engr 
neers, firemen and yardmen of the 
Cotton Belt will he involved in the 
strike if it is called, according to AV. 
C. Turner, vice president of the Order 
of Railroad Conductors, who is stop­ 
ping at the St. James hotel. A com­ 
mittee is taking the 
vote 
on 
the 
strike and returns began to come into 
St. Louis today, Turner said. 
A two-thirds vote of each union is 
required to call a strike. 
The strike 
of the trainmen would mean ail abso­ 
lute tie-up of the railroad’s lines. 
This action follows a controversy 
between the railroad and the train­ 
men which began immediately after 
Tillmann’s dismissal. 
The railroad has taken extensive 
depositions, which are printed and 
bound, and all 
correspondence 
be­ 
tween the union and the railroad has 
been printed and bound and distrib­ 
uted to the trainmen in an effort to 
make the dismissal of Tillman clear. 
The depositions fill a book of 113 
pages, an additional pamphlet of 22 
pages was printed, and other bulle­ 
tins have been issued. All bear the 
signature of F. H. Britton, president 
of the railroad. 
The railroad company’s attitude is 
explained in a printed statement at 
tile end of the pamphlet containing 
tie deiKjsitions, and 
reads as fol­ 
lows:
